ONLY TWO BATTLESHIPS. 


Naval Appropriation Bill Reported to 
Banate. 
W ashington, April 21— After con 
eld erat ion of less than two hours the 
senate com m ittee on naval affairs re 
ported the naval appropriation bill to 
the senate. 
It carries $111,546,549, an 
increase of $7,579,031 over the amount 
of the bill as it was passed by the 
bouse. 
On the battleship construction pro 
gramme the senate committee adopted 
the policy of the house, making no 
chang© in the provision for two ves 
eels. 
The president’s m essage advocating 
the construction of four battleships 
was not considered, as it was known 
that the com m ittee was unanim ously 
opnosed to th a t programme. 
Concern­ 
ing the construction of colliers, a pro­ 
vision w as incorporated in the bill 
that one should be built on the Pacific 
coast, which m eans Mare island navy- 
yard. 
An appropriation of $1,800,000 
was m ade for the purchase of three 
colliers constructed by the Fore River 
Shipbuilding 
company. 
O ther

portant am endm ents were m ade as 
follows: 
Increase of 20 per cent in the pay 
of officers of the navy and civilian pro­ 
fessors and Instructors at the naval 
academy and of IO per cent In the 
pay of the enlisted force, $3,533,969;

The psychopathic building, as it is 
termed, will

patients. 
There will be a free clinic 
In connection with it. which will also 
be an Innovation. 
The plan of treat­ 
ing incipient cases of Insanity has been 
succeessfully tried In Germany. 
it 
will be tried this year also at the 
Binghamton hospital, and next year 
it will be extended to the hospitals at 
Middletown and Utica. 
Superintendent Pilgrim of the Hud 
son River State hospital is strongly 
impressed w ith the possibilities of the 
new method. 
“The patients.” he said, “need never 
see any of the regularly committed pa­ 
tients to the hospital proper. Legisla­ 
tive consent will be asked to receive 
and discharge them without an order 
of the court.

The city council met in regular ses­ 
sion Monday evening with President 
Johnson in the chair. The following 
aldermen responded to roll call: Bouck, 
Drexler, Turcotte, Farrar, Graham and 
Twohey. 
The minutes of the previous meeting 
were read and approved. 
Alderman 
Zakariasen came in during the reading 
of the minutes. 
The finance committee presented a 
letter from the Marvin-Mitchell Co., 
showing the amount of fees, claimed 
by them to be due the city for filing 
fees by the various attorneys for fees 
not paid to City Clerk Low, amounting 
to about $150. City Attorney Polk 
stated that he thought that if the vari­ 
ous attorneys were seen and the bills 
presented to them that with a single 
exception they would pay them. On 
motion of Alderman Twohey the matter 
was referred to the city clerk though 
Alderman Zakariasen and Alderman 
Bouck insisted that the matter was one 
which should be settled by Mr. Low ;

$5685.30 of which $804.69 was paid by ! 
the state. 
The purchasing committee reported 
the sale of the new fire team ard the j 
receipt of the money. 
The matter of compensation of the j 
city assessor was then taken up. 
A | 
secret ballot showed two voting for 
$500, five for $600 and one for $700. 
i Alderman Twohey moved the adoption 
of a resolution fixing the amount of the 
assessor’s salary at $600. On roll call 
all voted aye. 
A delegation of citizens from Baxter 
requested to have the street west, 
along the north side of the N. P. track 
from the N. P. hospital opened to the 
city limits. The matter was referred 
to street committee to report at next 
meeting. 
Mayor Wise brought up the matter 
of water shut-offs which stand up 
through the sidewalk, and which he be­ 
lieved were liable to cause damage 
suits. On motion the matter was re­ 
referred to the committee on streets, 
sidewalks and sewers. 
Mayor Wise also brought up the 
matter of poundmaster and urged that 
one be appointed. An examination of 
the ordinances showed that the pound- 
master elected last summer was still 
legal incumbent of the office and Mayor 
^ ise stated that he would have him on 
duty the next morning. 
President Johnson turned over the 
gavel to Vice President Farrar and left 
the meeting. 
Alderman Fogelstrom 
came in. 
Moved and seconded that $1,500 be 
set aside for the work of paving Oak 
street from the city limits west as far 
as that amount would pave. 
Alderman Bouck wanted to know 
whether or not the city had agreed to 
pay the Northern Pacific bank the in­ 
terest on certain sewer warrants. 
He 
stated that certain holders of sewer 
warrants could get neither their inter­ 
est or principal. City Attorney Polk 
held that the city could not pay them. 
They were a charge against the pro­ 
perty and not against the city. 
Mayor Wise wanted to know what, 
if anything, had been done in the way 
of condemnation of the water wcrks. 
Alderman Farrar was under the im­ 
pression that such action had already 
been commenced. The records, howj 
ever, showed that no such action had 
been ordered. 
Alderman Bouck be­ 
lieved that the matter should not be 
taken up until the report of Mr. Mor­ 
gan had been received. 
Mayor Wise believed that condem­ 
nation proceedings should be delayed. 
Alderman Twohey and

any price. 
Alderman Farrar believed the con­ 
demnation proceedings should be com­ 
menced. 
The communications of Leon E. Lum 
and Ambrose Tighe in the B r a in e r d 
D is p a t c h were handled without gloves.

City Attorney Polk went in detail in­ 
to the matter of the process of condem­ 
nation, describing it fully. 
Alderman Drexler would not go into 
condemnation proceedings except that 
he believed the council could drop them 
at any stage before final judgment. 
No action was taken in the matter at 
that time, the council passing to other 
business and leaving the matter open 
until later. 
A motion of Alderman Zakariasen that 
the fire chief be instructed to enforce 


the ordinance regarding setting fires 
was unanimously adopted. 
A representative of the Austin-West­ 
ern company addressed the council and 
asked as to the city being in the 
market for a street roller. 
He wanted 
to sell the city a gasolene roller. 
Mayor Wise wanted to know whether 
or not the city attorney was to do all 
the work in connection with regard to 
the waterworks without extra pay. 
City Attorney Polk stated that as 
city attorney he could not be paid any 
additional salary under the law. The 
only way to do would be to employ a 
special counsel for the m atter of water 
works, he said. He also stated that it 
was impossible to this time for any at­ 
torney to fix a lump sum for services 
in the matter as no one could tell at 
the present time what questions would 
come up that would have to be solved. 
One of the aldermen suggested that the 
present city attorney might resign and 
then be appointed special counsel while 
another man could be chosen as city at­ 
torney. No action, however was taken 
in fhe matter. 
The matter of the condemnation of 
the waterworks plant came up again. 
Alderman Twohey stated that he would 
not make a motion for condemnation 
but would vote for such a motion if 
made. It was then moved by Alder­ 
man Drexler and seconded by Alder­ 
man Turcotte that the city attorney be 
instructed to commence such proceed­ 
ings. 
Alderman Twohey called for the ayes 
and nays. 
Alderman 
Zakariasen 
urged 
the 
council to delay action at least two 
weeks. 
Mayor Wise reminded the gentlemen 
that only two weeks ago he, Alderman 
Zakariasen, wanted to buy the plant 
and pay $25,000 for it. 
Upon roll call the motion to start 
condemnation proceedings was lost by 
the following vote: 
Ayes—Drexler, 
Turcotte and Farrar. 
Nays—Zakaria­ 
sen, Bouck, Fogelstrom, Graham and 
Twohey. Alderman Twohey explained 
his change of front by saying that if 
he voted in the affirmative the vote 
would be a tie and the mayor would 
vote aye. 
He did not care to take the 
responsibility of casting the deciding 
vote in favor of the proceedings. 
The council then adjourned.

Important Revelations In Vienna 
Regard to Organ’s Diseases. 
W hat are held to be im portant reve­ 
lations in regard to diseases of the 
heart were recently m ade at a meeting 
in Vienna of the international congress 
on internal medicine. 
Professor Max 
Herz of the University of Vienna an­ 
nounced, according to a special cable 
dispatch to the Chicago News, that the 
source of disease was not weakness of 
the heart itself, but was to be found in 
the fact th at the heart could not fulfill 
Its functions properly owing to lack of 
sufficient room. 
T hat this was fre­ 
quently the result of bolding the body 
In an incorrect position was shown, be 
declared, in the case of w riters, book­ 
keepers, lawyers and dentists, whose 
chests became so contracted that the 
ribs exerted an Injurious pressure on 
the heart. 
In view of this fact the treatment, 
said the professor, m ust be directed to 
giving the heart sufficient room in 
which to work. W riting desks, for ex­ 
ample, must be so arranged as to ena­ 
ble the patients to m aintain an upright 
position. The patients m ust learn to 
walk erect and breathe deeply, while 
other gymnastics were extremely valu­ 
able. The professor asserted th at treat­ 
ment along such lines had proved re­ 
markably successful in many cases. 


To Make the Tides Work. 
Plans have often been made to de­ 
velop the power of the tides, but in 
most cases these have failed of com 
merclal success. Now, however, says 
Cassier’s Magazine, a project Is well 
advanced to harness the power of the 
tides on the coast of Maine.
